ltuv. 'Dr. Smith, of Ouieiuoo, is dead. 
He was grand chaplain of the Masonic 
and Orange grand lodges. 

Annie Agnew, of Alliston, ran away 
from home but was captured at tho Walk- 
er House, Toronto, and sent back. 

It is reported that. Ftavenhurst,of Perth, 
will be appointed junior county judge for 
Carle ton, in place of Loon, deceased. 

The election of Henderson, M.P., for 
Ualton, has boon protested on the ground 
of bribery and corrupt practices. 

Abuur Ingnlls Benyon, formerly presi- 
dent of the pacific National Bank in Bos- 
ton, died at Toronto last Wednesday. 

A. Charlton, of Wiarton, employed in 
John's mill, had both legs cut oil and 
mangled by a circular saw. Ho died from 
the effects. 

Richard Middleton, of Toronto, tho 
butcher who a few days ago was impaled 
on a meat hook, has died from the effects 
of his injuries. 

An active supporter of Dr. Roome in 
West Middlesex has been indicted for 
perjury for having taken tho oath as a 
land-owner's son, though not living at 
home. 

William Dalmage, keeper of a general 
store at Bluovale, has deserted his wife 
and four children and eloped with a Miss 
Smith, the twenty-year old daughter of a 
neighbor.

Jacob Sharp Seriously 111. 

Nuw York, April 3. —Justice Patter- 
son, in the supreme court special term, 
this morning bunded District Attorney 
Fellows reports of physicians regarding 
tho condition of Jacob Sharp. Dr. Alfred 
E. Looine's report is as follows: "This is 
to certify that Jacob Sharp is confined to 
his bed with acute capillary bronchitis, a 
complicated chronic disease of Iuh heart 
i;ud kidneys. 1 regard him as very ser- 
iously ill. " The report is signed by Drs. 
Fordyce, Barker and George B. Fowler! 
It also states that, in view of Sharp's great 
age the natural progress of recovery to a 
sufficient degree to admit of his being 
taken to the court room will require tit 
least four weeks. After the reports had 
been read, the argument, upon motion, 
for a change of renitc was postponod until 
April 11th. 

Uhhllelicrger'* Bcftolutlun. 

Washington, April. 3. — A feature to 
day in the Senate was the successful at 
tempt of Riddlobergur to secure a favor- 
able action upon a resolution to have the 
fisheries' treaty considered in open scs 
sion. The resolution was finally referred 
to the committee on foreign affairs. 

When Riddleberger's resolution to con- 
sider the lisheries' treaty in open session 
came up, Hiddleberger said, he had given 
notico that ho would call up the resolution 
in order that those who were opposed to 
it might absent themselves and not draw 
on the courage they lacked to vote for it. 
His proposition had been beaten for the 
lust live years, by just the same kind of 
tactics that have been tried to-day. He 
called for the yeas and nays on the mo- 
tion. Edmunds said that, as the 
(juostien was one agreeing to the 
resolution, he desired to submit some 
observations to the senate which ho did 
not care to submit to Her Majesty's min- 
ter» at present. Ho therefore moved, 
that tho galleries bo cleared and the doors 
closed, This was done and the doura 
closed. The secret session was devoted 
to a general debate oil the proposition to 
consider the treaty in open session. Ed- 
munds made a long speech in opposition 
to the resolution, which was tiually re- 
ferred to tho coiuniitteo on foreign rela- 
tions.

The bill providing for the purchase of 
(Jnited States bonds was further con- 
sidered, but wont over without tinal ac- 
tion,

house to-day. Tho measure tiually wont 
ver without action. 

Knqiilre lulo the Strike. 

The house committee on commerce has 
agreed to Anderson's Slibstitiiteto White's 
resolution providing for an investigation 
f tho Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail- 
road strike, by a special commission of 
live to bo appointed by the speaker. 

Hi i (Inn iii Clilrngii. 

Chicaoo, April 3. — The election to-day 
for tho city council and various city offices 
resulted favorably to the Republicans. 
The radicals and labor people elected one 
alderman. The election passed off quietly. 

The Kallroail Situation'. 

The railroad situation to-night may be 
summed up as follows: Burlington —no 
change from previous reports; Milwaukee 
& St. Paul— suburban service from Chica- 
go resumed; freight transfer partially so. 
A largo number of new hands at work. 
Striking engineeis and switchmen in 
the Chicago yards are still defiant. 

The Rock Island road is tirin in its re- 
fusal to handle "(J : ' cars. ltsotlicials arc 
cited to appear before Judge Gresham in 
the United States circuit court to-morrow 
morning and show cause for such refusal. 

Un-tdvil Action. 

At a conference of Burlington officials 
to-day it was decided that within twenty- 
four hours cars should be sent to 
every road running out of the city. Tho 
Burlington people have found ail unex- 
pected ally in the lumbermen. There wiib 
a secret and prolonged session of the 
lumbermen's exchange to-day. The 
paralyzing condition of trade was vigor- 
ously discussed and leading members of 
the organization pointed out that over 
$30,000,000 worth of lumber was tied up 
in the city, and that the Burlington was 
doing its best to raise the blockade, but 
that it was hampered by othor roath, 
while the striking employees were in- 
directly using the fact of the blockade as 
a club to accomplish their aims. The up- 
shot of tho gathering was the adoption of 
a resolution deciding to tako legal pro- 
ceedings against every road connecting 
with tho Burlington which should refuse 
to haul out their lumber and transport 
over their respective lines. 

An Unfortunate AfTalr. 

Stkvbns Point, Wis., April 3.— W.W, 
Hazulton, a prominent lawyer of this city, 
was shot and killed by John J. Curran, a 
gambler, early this morning. The shoot- 
ing is tho direct result of the Hnzelton- 
Morso tragedy of 1885, when Hazelton 
shot and killed A. E. Morse, cashier of 
the First National Bank of Stevens Point, 
who was the principal of tho ruin of 
Hazoltoij's wife. Hazelton was tried and 
cleared on the grounds of emotional insan- 
ity. Since his acipiittal Hazulton has 
said that he would kill Curran, who was 
also connocted with Morse in accomplish- 
ing the ruin of Mrs. Hazelton. 

Htrlke AfcnluHt Tcu Hours. 

Oakland, Cal., April 3.- Thirty-five 
employees of the California Door com- 
pany struck to-day against an increase 
from nine to ton hours as a day's work. 
About 150 others wont out to-night. 

The Julia IHmister. 

San Francisco, April 3. — Tho South- 
ern Pocifio Co, to-day filed a voluminous 
petition in tho Unitod Stafos court, ask- 
ing the court to prohibit tho bringing of 
suits for the steamer Julia disaster, by 
which thirty persons were killod nnd 
eight injuteel, Tho company in tiling the 
petition proposed to take advantage of 



various salvage acts passed by Congress, 
and to have the widows and orphans paid 
out of the fund to ho created by the sale 
of what is left of the Julia, added to the 
small sum collected in ferry fares. Judge 
Hoffman made unorder designating a ('. 
S. marshall as a trustee of what is loft of 
tho ill-fated steamer, hut did not grant an 
injunction to'prevent tho coining suits. 

A Forger Hrntenccil. 

Tho chief of police to-day received a 
dispatch from London announcing that 
Wm. Ringgold Cooper, widely known as 
the "King of Forgers," had been sen- 
tenced to fifteen years penal servitude for 
forging a choquo for tifteon thousand dol- 
lars on the Westminster Bank of London 
last year. This was one of a series of 
forgeries amounting to $73,000. He is 
well known in this city. 

Guilty of MnuHlaiiKhter, 

James Jolfries charged with the murder 
of Goo. Southerland in November last, 
was found guilty of manslaughter this 
evening. 

•tabbed to Death. 

Lima (O.), April .'». — Last evening 
Patrick Hughes, Dave Gallagher and 
James Stukuy were stabbed to death in a 
tight with Dave Crowdor anil William 
Coins, colored. Crowder and Coins were 
passing Manning's saloon on Main street, 
when tho quarrel ensued. Hughes' heart 
was cut in two with a razor and Gallagher 
and Stokey were fatally slashed.

CANADIAN NUNNERIES. 

Archbishop Lyach'i Answer to Dr. Fulton's 
Challenge. 

Toronto, March 29. —Rev. Dr. Fulton, 
of Brooklyn, whose recently published 
book, "Why Priests Should Wed," caused 
such a sensation at Boston, is hero lectur- 
ing, and has stirred up a tremendous com- 
motion among the Catholics.

The letter concludes: "Chris- 
tian doctrine would not permit our invit- 
ing to these sanctuaries of purity and 
female modesty such a character as Dr.

In a Critical Condition. 

London, April 3. — Tho Journal den 
Debuts und La Republ'tque violently assail 
the now cabinet for its loss of Opportunist 
support, and declare that had tho ministry 
been especially constructed with tho ob- 
ject of antagonizing all political parties 
and groups and repelliutr parliamentary 
and public support, it could not have 
more effectually achieved those ends. The 
withdrawal of M. Ricard and Loubet has 
rendered tho life of tho cabinet more 
preciarious, if that wore possible, than 
before, and M. Floquut's weak declara- 
tions of tho principles of tho new govern- 
ment in the chamber of deputies lias not 
helped to mend matters.

It is not at all likely 
that the- chamber will assent to tho ro- 
il nest of M. Floquet.'s question of tho 
revision of tho constitution to be left to 
the government, but it is infinitely more 
likely that the ministry will succumb to 
the same constitutional malady that dealt 
a death blow to Tirard and his band of 
weaklings.

The (Cabinet's Policy. 

Paris, April 3. —In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day Premier Floquot read a 
statement of tho policy of tho Cabinet. 
He appealed for tho support of the 
united republican sections of tho chamber 
and asked the chamber to leave to the 
government the question of tho revision 
of tho constitution. The ministry, he 
declared, sincerely desired well consider- 
ed reforms for the maintenance of peace. 

Mon, Women and Cblldrru MiiHUuered. 

Rome, April 3. — Despatches from Mas- 
sowah state that the Abyssinians have 
captured the village of Malentat, whose 
inhabitants have been friendly to the 
Italians and massacred men, women and 
children. It is believed King Johu is 
preparing new proposals for peace. 

INDIAN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

To The Editor : — It appears tj bo the 
intention of the Canadian government to 
establish at present three or four "indus- 
trial" schools in British Columbia. These 
establishments ought to bo exclusively 
under government control. Tho teachers 
government otlicers. Sectarian prosoby- 
tisers should be rigidly excluded. 

There are about four thousand abori- 
gines living upon the west coast of Van- 
couver Island. These Indians are hale, 
robust, active and intelligent fellows. 
Although not yet well trained, they have 
improved of late years considerably, and 
have been, and are, employed by white 
men in carrying on tho seal hunting and 
othor fisheries. They are bold and brave 
upon the stormy ocoan; expert at the 
management of canoes and boats, in which 
they may be said to be brought up and 
educated. 

Indians are producers, and therefore of 
great benefit and value to the couutry. 
Were they J educated industrially they 
would become still more so, for they have 
plenty muscular power which would be 
more and more made uso of. Our Indian 
population has boon, and is still, grossly 
undervalued. They are very great factors 
in tho commerce and industries of the 
country, aud nii<<ht bo made greater still 
with much advantage to themselves and 
the stato. 

It is to bo regretted that in days gone 
bye the government either of Canada or 
the province did not undertake the educa- 
tion of the aborigines, and not devote 
their attention almost exclusively to tho 
teaching of their conquerors. It should 
not have been left to the lob-sided instruc- 
tion of religious and sectarian bodies, who 
had seemingly only one object in view, 
viz: to make them tit subjects for heaven 
and not i?t the same time profitable, in- 
dustrious and tit subjects %of the state. 
More enlarged and progressive views main- 
tain now, and such being the case, it is to 
be hoped that tlm Canadian (luverement 
will establish one of the new scliouls at Some 
point on the icest coast of Vancouver Island. 
Our members at Ottawa ought to look to 
this for undoubtedly hero is a gjod field 
for trying the new system. The aborig- 
ines occupy a dozen separate villages, but 
there are t wo much larger than the others, 
viz: one near Woody Point and tho other 
about Nootka. Sound. Probably Nootka 
Sound would be a very suitable place for 
the school, as there will be found an ex- 
cellent harbor, and what is rare on this 
coast, some acres of land tit for cultiva- 
tion. Of course all materials abound for 
boat building whether largo or small, 
and many fishing industries capable of 
greater development These Indians have 
been too long neglected — but it is nover 
too late to mend. Let a government 
school be erected among tbem, and if the 
teachers bo oarnest and politic in their : 
work, Indians and thoir belongings will 
be attracted to it, and in process of time 
become a large settlement — but it must 
be exclusively under government super- 
vision. The proyince has had experience 
enough to prove the dangor of allowing 
Indians to bo massed together for the ad- 
vantage of private individuals — or rather 
the employees who havo betrayed thoir 
trust, not.only to thoir employers but also 
to tho country. With regard to other 
Indians— our fellow subjects — how is it 
that thoir children do not attend our 
public schools ? There is a Bcrow loose 
somewhere. All am, I believe, entitlod 
to bo educated under tho provincial law, 
and yet tho funds and teachers are only 
devoted to white children'. Suroly by 
education tho Indians ought bo made as 
profitable to the state as whites, and pos- 
sibly moro pennanenWy ho. This letter is 
already too long, so in conclusion let it 
be hoped that tho government and tho 
people will soon awaken to tho fact that 
tho Indians are, and may bo made of more 
protit and advantago to the state.

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 

Tho Steamer Bob Irvine Blows Up on the 
Skagit Elver. 

A terrible steamer explosion occurred 
on tho Skagit river last Sunday afternoon 
about ono o'clock, the boiler of the old 
steamer Bob Irving exploding with terri- 
fic force, instantly killing Capt. Olney 
and tho fireman, and badly injuring 
others. 

Tho first news of tiio occurrence was 
brought to Seattle on Monday by the 
steamer Lily, which had on board the 
body of Capt. Olney, which had been re- 
covered from the wreck. The following 
account of tho disaster was obtained from 
tho engineer of the Lily: The steamer Lily 
was lying at Mount Vernon on Sunday 
afternoon when the Bob Irving was heard 
coining up tho river. Her exhaust could 
be plainly heard, whon all of a sudden 

A TERRIFIC explosion 
occurred which shook the Lily from stem 
to stern and rattled all the windows in 
the town of Sterling. The report of the 
explosion sounded like the cannonading of 
a' bombarded city, and after tho sound 
had died away the exhaust of the Hob 
Irving could no longer bo heard. It was 
known at once what had occurred, and 
the Lily started towards tho scene with- 
out delay. About a mile down tho river 
was tho wreck of the ill-fatud Steamer. 
The explosion had created awful havoc, 
the vessel being literally torn to pieces. 
Part of the hull had sunk in the 
river, the water being strown with wreck- 
ago. The boi'er had lumped clear of the 
hull and lay on a sand bank submerged ill 
a few feet of water, some ton feet from 
the hull. The work of rescuing the crow 
was at once commenced, tho Lily's boat 
picking up tho dead and wounded. Cap- 
tain Olney's body was found on the hull, 
lying on its back. Tho faco was torn 
away, only a' portion of tho skull remain- 
ing. On another portion of tho wreck lay

the only part of tho dead fireman that was 
found. He must havo been engaged in 
feeding the furnace at the tunu, and it is 
believed his body was blown to atoms and 
sunk in tho river. The Chinese cook was 
picked up with a broken log and other- 
wise badly bruised; the engineer escaped 
with somo slight injuries, and ono other 
man, a dock-hand, received only a few 
bruises. No one seemed to know tho 
exact cause of the explosion, One report 
says thejjp was not a pint of water in the 
boiler, and they were awaiting to get 
above the ripples before taking on any, 
the water being obtained from the river 
when required. As the pilot house was 
situated directly over -the boiler, Capt.

THE KOOTENAY BILL AND 
BA1LUE-GR0HMAN.

To tub EuiToit : — When, in 1882, 
Ainsworth & Co. came into tbis.province 
with a scheme for lines of railway and 
steamboats iif Kootenay district, in 
return for ft grunt of land lying 
oil either side of the line of railway and 
of tho river proposed to be traversed by 
steamboats, 1 was one of many -who fav- 
ored tho scheme. I was assured by the 
promoters that the company meant </c- 
veldpmeiit from tho word "go;" that so 
soon as thoy had obtained a charter they 
would proceed to build and equip the 
railway (it was represented the line had 
been surveyed already) and to construct 
the steamboats; that on the completion 
of the' respective lines they , would open 
and work the Kootonay silver mines (it 
was represented that thoy had been pros- 
pected already) on a gigantic scale. Tho 
friends of tho measure grow jubilant at 
the bi ight-huod picture of provincial pros- 
perity, that was deftly drawn as the out- 
come. Fierce opposition was Offered, 
(amongst others by'Mr, BaiUie-Grohman); 
but the bill passed and the Koote- 
nay Co. was launched. Six years 
hav" pissed since the eventful session 
in which the bill became law and tho 
whole province is aware that scarcely oneof 
pile sheave of promises, made by tho com- 
pany has been kept. In but one in- 
stance have tho company maintained faith 
w ith the country; and that they were 
forced to keep through tho wise provi- 
dence of the house in insisting that before 
tha charter was placed in their hands the 
sum of 825,000 should be deposited to tho ] 
credit of the government. Mr. Grohmau, 
in a letter to you yesterday, claims that 
the company has expended 8100,000 in 
addition to the $25,000 forfeited, for 
which tho province gave "nothing, abso- 
lutely nothing, in return." Allow me to 
correct your correspondent. The pro- 
vince gave Ainsworth & . Co. all 
they asked for — absolute control 
and possession of 750,000 acres 
of land in Kootunay district; and if, in 
the result, the land proved to bo of as 
little value as Mr. Grohman says, 
whoso fault was it/ Tho government 
neither made nor guaranteed tho land, 
nor did they sot a trap for tho company 
to fall into. Ainsworth & Co. professed 
to know all about the country and wer.e 
perfectly satisliod that their franchise 
would afford an ample return for the uut- 
lay they pledged themselves to make. If 
thoy over-estimated the importance and 
value of the grant, thoy have only 
themselves to blame, and although 1 feel 
sure that every one will sympathize with 
thoin in their losses, yet what is their 
sao'ritioo compared with the bright pros- 
pects indulged in by the people at largo 
that wore dashed to tho ground by the 
failure of tho company '; When a com- 
pany got all they ask, how can it bo said- 
thoy receive nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing I I do not dispute the correctness of 
Mr. Grohman's tigures relative to tho ex- 
penditure of the company; but . there 
are those who do nay that he 
has boon allowed to peep at them 
through a powerful magnifying glass; 
nor shall 1 attempt to account for 
that gentleman's sudden change of front 
towards Ainsworth & Co. I believe that 
Mr. G. was of opinion five years ago that 
Ainsworth & Co. were being too highly 
paiil for tho service they undertook to 
perform. But the. laud they wore then 
granted lay in alternate sections. It was 
not picked. Good land was to bo taken 
with bad. Now they ask for 300,000 
acres— picked (tens of timber land selected 
here and there '.linuighout the district - 
and Mr. Grohman writes you in ell'cct that 
the company's request is most reasonable 1 
This is part and parcel of Col. Baker's 
argument, that because tho company had 
itot disposed of all their Eaglo Pass wagon 
road scrip it possesses little or no value, 
the gallant gentleman forgetting that the.

Mr. Grohmuu tells you that the once 
famous Rig Ledge on Kooten ly lake?

no true ledge at all." And' 'yen. 
wo tind Ainsworth & Co., clear-headed- 
ineu of business, again before the legisla- 
ture with a bill to enable them to commit 
tho same blunder in 1888 that they com~ 
mitjted in 1882, viz., binding themselves 
to build a railway and steamboats for tlio 
development of a mining [property which, 
may turn out to be a "worthless bl»w out 
and no true ledge at all." Here are Mr.. 
O rohman's own words: 

''They are willing to build a most ex- 
pensive railway and put steamers on the 
Kootenay and Columbia rivers, which for 
the entire length of tho line (283 miles) 
will run through wdiat is known as a per- 
fectly uninhabited country, not ii single 
settlers' house being there at present, and 
this they propose to do on the chquce 
and only on the eliance of tin: Kootenay 
Lake mines turning out (food. If they do 
not turn out fairly well the $1100.000 or 
8700,000 it will cost them to build the line 
and equip tho steamers will be as iiru- 
dcomably lost as the large sums thoy have 
already sunk in the enterprise." 

Now, 1 ask the members of the legisla- 
ture if the position 1 have taken all along 
is not sustained by a reliable "witness for 
tlio other side" — say the defendant. I 
have objected to the placing in the hands 
'of Ainsworth & Co. any number of acres 
of picked timber land in Kootenay district, 
for speculative purposes; 1 have objected; 
to their being allowed a charter for sale in 
London (where their lirst charter wbb 
offered) unless a largo money deposit, as 
security for the faithful completion of the' 
work, has been previously placed iu the 
hands of the government. 1 have 
never questioned the financial abil- 
ity of the Ains worths; but I 
do question tho tenia jfide nature 
of tho negotiations they have now under- 
weigh. -L draw ' my conclusions from 
what has gone before, in the failure of 
the same (inn to complete the Eagle Pass 
wagonroad in accordance with tho statute; 
upon their' failure to carry out their 
pledged faith with the government hi the 
matter of the lirst Kootenay Railway and 
Navigation Company's 1 bill, and upon Mi'. 
Grohman's own admission that there is "a 
chance and only a chance of the Kootenay 
mines turning out good."

MR. ROBSQFS RECOMMENDATORY 
REPORT. 

To the Editor: —Mr. Robson seeks to 
alarm the Dominion government with the 
sorions consequences which ibighi ame 
from the Motlakahtlans fishing polachahs 
(as they have hitherto dmio) ill tlio Naus 
river. It is true that the Motlakahtlans 
are domiciled on American territory, but 
it is not true that, consequently, they are 
American citizens-— they are not natural- 
ized, nor have they taken the oath of al- 
legiance. Thoy are as much British sub- 
jects now as they were live years ago, and 
could claim protection as such. How 
many thousands of Eliglwb. are domiciled 
in the United States, who have not by 
reason of that act, forfeited their rights as 
British subjects ( Mr. Robson is "mak- 
ing a mountain Out of a mole-hill.'' 

The line has never been drawn rigidly 
by the United States or Canada with re- 
spect to Indians crossing the bound- 
ary for the purpose of hunting and fishing, 
and why should Mr. Robson in an over- 
zealous lit, seek to widen the breach which 
wiser heads are t tying to cement. 

The report alludes to tho probability of 
the Motlakahtlans returning and with the 
Alaska Indians "flocking" to tho Naas 
fishery, and that our Indians (the Naas) 
"have become alarmed at the prospect of 
such an invasion." 

This is all utter trash. Why alarmed 
thip year more than in previous years I 
Why should more Indians flock in this 
year than usual / The fact of the Motla- 
kahtlans having changed their residence 
does not make thoin more numerous or 
more voracious than they were formerly. 
If soino Motlakahtlans and some Alaskans 
visit the Naas this year it will not be 
more or loss of an invasion, nor will it be 
more dreadful or destructive than it has 
boon in other years. 

The portion of tho report having refer- 
ence to smuggling which might tuko place 
between New Met.lakahtla and the province, 
conveys the impression that "spirits of 
the vilest kind" would be Kohl to Indians 
trading at that place, and brought from 
there into tho province. If a str.uger to 
Mr. Duncan sought to convey such an 
impression, he might plead ignorance in 
justification', but if that is the impression 
Mr. Robson seeks to convey, ho does so 
wilfully, and wickedly, against know- 
ledge, and his own conscience. No one 
knows better than he does, what Mr. 
Duncan has done to crush illicit trallic in 
whiskey, and to keep that poison from the 
Indians of British Columbia. If Mr. 
Robson had recommended the guarding of 
tho coast from Coiuox to the west, coast of 
Vancouver- — to keep out spirits, bis re- 
port would be entitled to more considera- 
tion. As it stands it looks rather sour 
grapufied. It is very likely somu of tho 
British Columbia Indians may from time 
to time buy goods at the new settlement 
and bring them into the province, but' 
which is the host way to prevent this V 
Would, tho revonuo from a few insignifi- 
cant BOlZu'roa pay the expense of a revenue 
cutter? That is a question for tlio con- 
sideration of the Dominion government, 
on which the collectors of customs at the 
different ports are fully competent to 
place it in possession of tho most valuable 
information.
